If the 
United States attempted to annex Can- 
ada, continued the Premier, it would 
not be by force of arms, but by se- 
dition. In that event, Canada would 
reply as Diogenes did to Alexander,

WARNING FOR LOS ANGELES. 

A war between the United States and 
a foreign nation would probably not lessen 
by one dime the value of real or personal 
property in any interior American city. Yet 
a general internecine war, such as has ex- 
isted for months in Mexico, would wipe out 
values as rapidly and as effectually as fire 
or pestilence. The value of non-movable 
property consists te a large extent in secu- 
rity of title and in the locality where it is 
situated. In titles as in commercial credits 
“it is the doubt that costs.” 

New Orleans is sitiated at the mouth of 
the most extensive system of navigable 
rivers in the world, and deep-sea ships can 
anchor opposite its levees. From its situa- 
tion geographically it ought to be the second 
city in size in the United States. Yet it lags 
behind in the race becavse its sewerage sys- 
tem is necessarily such as to require con- 
stant vigilance in order to ward off pesti- 
lence, and there is no inducement to people 
to build homes in a place where a break in 
a river levee might destroy their gardens 
and compel them to use skiffs instead of 
autos or street cars in which to get about 
the city. 

No more beautiful or more healthful city 
than Milwankee exists in the Northwest and 
there is none which possesses greater nat- 
ural advantages commercially. Yet, since 
it passed under socialist rule, business has 
languished, industrial enterprises have been 
ed, public and private improvements 


with idle men and it is conservatively esti- 
mated by those familiar with the situation 
that reel estate valves have shrunk 20 per 
cent. 

Whatever else may be said of Diaz, it is 
not to be denied that, under his administra- 
tion, the material property of Mexico was 
enormously increased and the value of its 
lands and mineral resources doubled or 
trebled.

THE CROWNING OF A KING. 


How It Appears to an American and What 
it Means to an Englishman. 
BY HARRY F. BOWLING. 


An American friend of mine, who was one 
of thousands lined up to witness the coro- 
nation procession of the late King Edward, 
told me that he could not help smiling, when 
the glass coach hove in sight, at the strange 
medley of the medieval ahd the modern 
which greeted his astonished eyes. Where- 
upon a qujet London business man in frock 
coat and silk hat touched him on the shoul- 
der and remarked, with just the suspicion 
of a wihk: “Don't laugh, my dear chap, 
don’t laugh. We inbtertted-this sort of 
thing, you know.” 

There is the whole thing in a nutshell. 
To the native Briton respect for the throne 
is a heritage of the ages, and the spectacu- 
lar coronation ceremony approaches the sub- 
lime. He does not want anything changed. 
It is said that King George wished to use 
a modern motorcar in place of the antiquat- 
ed chariot and the white ponies, but public 
opinion was too strong for him. Of course 
the uninspired American naturally sees the 
ridiculous peeping through the sublime. The 
importance attached to the number of bands 
of fur on a peer'’s frock, or the length of the 
gold braid on an officer's uniform, or the 
proper shape for a Countess’s tiara strikes 
the business-like, plain-epoken westerner as 
trifing and puerile—grown-ups playing with 
childigh toys; but to British court officials 
these details are affairs of state, only to be 
disregarded at the peril of their daily bread 
and butter. 

Perhaps, 


unconsciously, the American 


‘| spectator is drawing a mental picture of his 


own President decked out in the_frills apd 
trappings of a European court and is won- 
dering what would happen should such a 
procession be formed in the streets of Wash- 
ington. Of course it resolves itself into the 
old question of the eternal fitness of things. 
To crown an English ngonarch, in a frock 
coat, with a tall silk hat, would be as incon- 
gruous as to inaugurate worthy Mr. Taft 
in an ermine robe and a coronet. With too 
much pomp and parade a republic becomes 
demoralized; without it a monarchy ceases 
to exist. 

All the world loves a show. Courts and 
aristocracies know the value of dazzling 
the man in the street. King Henry VIII 
spent vast sums out of the public exchequer 
in providing variety entertainments for the 
people—bear baitings, play-acting, public be- 
headings of nobles, sensational divorce suits 
and other dainties to tickle the public pal- 
ate, and became so popular in consequence 
that the “faithful commons” voted him still 
larger grants to spend for his personal grati- 
fication. It is the principle of the circus 
and the street parade. The official grant of 
over $1,800,000 dollars will only cover a 
small part of the expease of crowning King 
George, but this money, drawn by the in- 
come tax from the purses of the wealthy, 
will almost all go eventually Into the pock- 
ets of British workmen, while the large 
sums spent by American and foreign vis- 
itors will vastly enrich the city of London. 
In addition to this, the people will get a 
series of free shows, and enough excitement 
besides, to make them forget for a while the 
of being governed. 

What really counts to the patriotic Brit- 
isher in the .coming coronation is not the 
fine feathers of titled show birds, but the 
spirit ef empire, which is awakened in every 
British colony. The reign of George V ush- 
ers in a new British empire; it consolidates 
in a harmonious whole the globe-encircling 
“All-Red” civilization, due to Celtic enthust- 
asm and Anglo-Saxon stamina. For, on this 
auspicious occasion, the leading men from 
the remotest corners of that =e em- 
pire, “on which the sun never sets,” will 
come together in the British metropolis, to 
fraternize, to exchange views, to acquire 
that intimate knowledge of one another 
which only comes from personal contact. 
The fevered flurries of pink popinjays about 
the regulation of fur bands and gilt braids 
and court orders of precedence will not 
touch the re@al arbiters of Britannia’s future 
greatness., In the 1 procession the 
figvres of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the great Ca- 
nadian, of Gen. Lovis Botha, the hero of South 
Africa, of Augustus Fisher, Premier of far 
Australia, and of Sir Joseph Wood, repre- 
senting beautiful New Zealand, will be as 

rominent in the public eye as the central 
of King George himeelf.
